much emaller than it oppoared to be by 
former accounts. Of oonrBO the computation 
of Qovornment majority of tnenty is mete 
ooDjeotate ; bnk it shows that the measato is 
beginniag to look more snccessfiil in the eyes 
of the pablio ; and, when we find auoh men 
as Gladstone and Brif^bt making spccchoB on 
the matter in the raacnfaoturing and oom- 
morcial oitiea daring the .Baster holidays, we 
may conclude that the Liberal party aro 
sparing no exertions to nronse the mind of 
the people of England and push the measure 
through. Sentiments of the extreme radical 
typo, lilto those uttered by the Chancallor of 
the Ezoheqner, with ail the fnrvid elo- 
qtifnMvef |bA^iCla^ orator, will at the pres- 
ent' time inflame t6e masaei to a heat that 
may canse erea the most rabid Tory to 
panse in his opposition: When tbo leading 
mind in the Government of Great Britain 
tolls tho iobabitants of England to look at 
the United States as an example of eelfx 
goTeromeot worthy to be followed — when Mr. 
Gladstone allades in strains of panegyrio to 
the eonduot of the American people tbronghn 
ont the war, and points to the gigantic exer- 
tions of the QoTernment as an eridence of 
tho power which springs from " trusting in 
the people," lie shows us that a new element 
baa entered into English Cabinets— a bolder, 
more liberal, and conseqaontly a wiser ele- 
ment than that whioh has i hitherto dictated 
the foreign ond domestic policy of the conn 
try. He ebcws us, howa.or, somothing else. 
Ho sbowB us the dolormmatioa of a daring 
mind who hi'.s laid dc wn bis programme of 
liberalism and who dcCes the House of Comr 
noDs to kick it over, A defeated Reform 
bill'means now an excitement throughout the 
length and breadth of the country — an agi- 
tation that will bo satisfied with little short 
of manhood suffrago itself. Mr. Gladstone 
raises for an instant tho curtain which bides 
this charabsr -of horrors Irora tho Tory view 
— gires the opposition a glimpse of what 
they may expect if they compass the defeat 
of tho mcatnra at present before the House. 
Liko the Iste King of Denmark who vras in 
the habit of ooereiog his nobility by threat- 
ening to throw away the Crown, and trans- 
form the kingdom into a ropublio, Mr. Glad- 
stone ia terrifying tho Oonaervatiro membors 
of the House of Commons by raising before 
their bewildered gaze the spectacle of demo- 
eratio clamor. In another week we^ shall 
profiiably know tbo decisive reanU ; for the 

, measure would bo certain to oone on imme 
diately after tlio Eaeter rooeae. 

The Austrian and Prussian imbroglio does 
not seem to be approaobiog.a ;|if»o,efaljiaauo, 
althongh the Emperor of Russia' has offered 
his servioos of mediation. The fact that the 
minor German Slates are arming, and that 
Bismarck is as truealeot as ever, would 
savor very much of approaching hostilities 
but the Germans are too metaphysical to be 
impnlsive, and too patient to be easily buri' 
tied into war, unless it partook of that holi- 
day character which belonged to the recent 
aggressive movement on Denmark. 

Tho airival at Halifax and New York of 
two stonmcrs from Kuropo with cbolora, or 
an epidemic equally fatal, on board, gives 
rise to tho fear that, as aummer advanGca, the 
pestilential soourge may be brought into the 
prinoipal Eastern oilies and spread over the 
continent. After the (Experience we ha(i in I8C2 
of tho rnpidily with which small-pox raado 
il3 way from Now York to San Francisco 
and thence to this colony, ordinary pruJenco 
should toaob iih tbo iiocassily ol looking a 
little after out disgracelai sanitary regula- 

' tiona. Every day iooreases the pntresenco in 
oiir streets, and just as onrely as effect follows 
oaase, unless something be immediately done, 
natare with her just and ruiribuiivo rod will 
Bcourgo us Bomo of those dayH in a manner 
tliat will bo na tortiblo as it in warranled. 
When the evil day shall have arrived, the 
notion of the opponents ol manipipal powers, 
in both the Assembly and Ouunoil, will hide 
their oulpnhlo heads, but stiumo, liko that 
whioli overtook our (irst pareala in tlio garden, 
will only nuha hold of thorn, when their guilt 
Bhal! havo buun made apparent, and their 
punishment inevilable.

THB VICTORIA TELEGRAPH CABIiB 
-ITS HISTORY AND BTJOCBliSV 
FUL COMPIiBTION. 

In tha spring of 1864 the California Stale 
Telegraph Company having completed their 
line to Portland, Oregon, bad a desire to ex> 
tbnd their lines farther north with the ulti- 
mate Intention of placing Victoria in tele- 
graphic communication wim tbe United 
Slates, to accomplish which almost impene- 
trable forests apd, diOicaUies hitherto uu- 
knono'm' the history ' ot telegrkphs on the 
Pacific coast, bad to .be: ancoanteied.'i -Tbo 
advice ef parties loqg ^ resident ia,: this 
cbnnlry was Bought, and to a man tbey,proii 
nbuneed tbe oonstruction an'd'mainten'anos of 
aj telegraph line ibrongh tbe hitherto impen- 
etrable ciilds of Waahlngton Territory and 
British Colnmbic an impossibility ; but Ucn. 
H. W. Carpentiar, President of tho Cofn- 
pany, tbouglit otherwise, and to accomplisb 
tbo undertaking ho selected fruui tho 
many employoa of tiio Company K. U. 
Haines, Esq., aa tho Oenoral Siipsrinlondent, 
a gentleman wbo.'so indouiilablo euergy has 
bean proven by years of esperience both oo 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, nnd tho suo- 
cesslul completion of the lino lo this city 
shows thnl the Company had tho light man 
in the tight place: 

The first cable ordered was thirty nauti- 
cal miles of A. 1 sea cablo and waa lost off 
Cape Horn. Tha present oabla was manu- 
factured by Measra. Qlais, Elliott & Co., 
London, aod is said to be. the .Qaut.oable, 
ever manafaolured in Bngliindi" the 'core' be- 
ing similar to that used in the Atlantic cable. 
This cable was shipped ou board the "Sonili- 
orn Cross" and after an unusually lung pascago 
ariivod anloly at San Francisco in November 
last, and was irnrnediatoly translerred lo tho 
barque " Clara Bell," but a miauoderstand- 
ing occurring with trio owners tho sbipmoiit 
was delayed until the last of ilaroh, Ujjon 
its arrival at IC-iiuiu.alt Superintinrlent 
Haines laadu Appliealion to Hia E.vcullerioy 
Gcvernor Keiinoily lor permission to ui-e one 
ol Her Majesty's etearaers to lay il fram, 
and with that liberality charaoterietio of Ucr 
Majealy's Government, permission was imme- 
iliutcly granted by His Excolloncy lo select 
one or more vossela from tho fleet atatiooed 
nt Esquiuiult harbor, consisting of tho Sjiar- 
rowhawk. Forward, Urappler and Alert. The 
gunboat Forward was selected, being thu 
most suitable for the purpose, and tho hearty 
will and spirit with which Lcrollice.'s (Lieut. 
Coinmauder Fox, Oalvar, Williamson and 
Gray), entered into the onterprisa was a 
guuraiilco ol its final success. On WednoE- 
day tho operation of takilij; the cablo on 
board ooinmencod ; 6i,v miles of cable 
was coiled on tha wheel and 'ivo miles coiled 
(in Iho dool:, nn 1 on Frid-'- morning the 
Forward was ready, but v.'as ilouiincd cuilil 
noon awaiting Ihn arrival ol F. I.. X'nnilen- 
burgb. Esq., tho Company's Uliief Engineer, 
who urrivod on tho Calilnrnia at 1 1 n'olock. 
At oea ■o'o'.Oi:k, tho Forv.ar.l bltaincd out 
of tlia harbor anu anchored over ni<;ht in 
W'almc uli liigut. 'i'iio foiio*iug day, sound- 
ings wero taken ; tl.o weather not being fa- 
vorable tho work of submerging tho cablo 
was deferred until Sunday morning, that day 
being favorable Iho Foiward steamed out 
und.nnp.linre^iOH Fidalgo laland. At twelve 
o'clock' the shore end was landed and the 
word was paBsed^^to'^go ahead slow," and 
tha cable commeDoea'to' pay out beautifully 
through tho paying out maobiaoiftbsi inven- 
tion of &lr. Calver, tbe first officer of the 
Forward, lo whoso mochnnical skill and In- 
genuity the ofiiuurs of tho Teleijrapb Company 
aro under many obligations. Everything 
workoil limoulbly until four miles of tbu 
cable bad run out, when in mid obannul, 
which divides Aiucrioan from lirilisb soil, 
an incident ocoiirred which c ji e near ter- 
minating tho milurprisu ; u puico of cable 
about lour loot lung worked out from Iho 
wiiKol and thronteoed to jam in tbu ;^earing ;

a glorious run and lundad in Walmouth 
Bight in aafoty.
